WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP) — 
House Democratic leaders pre- 
dicted today that most of Presi- 
dent Truman’s labor program will 
clear that branch of Congress.

Dr. Shapley said that Soviet Am- 
bassador Alexandre S. Panyushkin 
had informed him that Shostako- 


vich would accept an invitation to 
attend the N.C.AS.P.’s_ cultural 
and scientific conference for world 
peace here, on March 25 to 27, 
Official Soviet permission for 
Shostakovich to attend the confer- 
ence indicates that he has re- 
gained favor with the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
party, which has criticized him 
several times in recent years be- 
cause his works “smell strongly of 
the spirit of the modern bourgeois 
music of Europe and America.” 
Public Apologies. 

Shostakovich twice publicly apol- 
ogized to the Congress of Soviet 
Composers for the “bourgeois for- 
malism” in his works and prom- 
ised to do better in the future. 

“I know the party is right, that 
the party wishes me well and that 
I must search and find concrete 
creatfve roads which will lead me 
toward a realistic Soviet people’s 
art,” he said in his second apology.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21 (AP)— 
The Senate approved and sent to 
the White House today a bill to 
extend to June 30, 1951, the Gov- 
ernment’s power to control ex- 
ports. 

The measure was passed finally 
by unanimous consent. The House 
passed the bill Feb. 17. 

Surplus farm commodities, in- 
cluding fats and oils, are ex- 
empted from controls except 
where controls are necessary to 
meet national security and for- 
eign policy requirements. 

The measure was one of those 
asked for by President Truman 
in the eight-point stabilization 
program he laid down in his 
State of the Union message. 

It gives the Government wider 
authority to subpena the books of 
any person to obtain information 
for enforcing controls. The Gov- 
ernment also can make public the 
information if a department head 
finds that withholding it would be 
“contrary to the national inter- 
est.” 

Aid for Jews and Arabs Voted. 

The Senate also approved a $16,- 
000,000 United States contribution 
to the United Nations to aid dis- 
placed Jews and Arabs in the Mid- 
dic East. The resolution was 
adopted by a voice vote. It now 
goes to the House, 

The Army, Navy and Air Force 
asked Congress today for contin- 
ued rent controls to keep rents on 
a “reasonable basis” in areas of 
defense activity. 

The military establishment also 
told the House Banking Commit- 
tee the services “have an interest 
in the continuanee of rent con- 
trols in certain industrial areas.” 
A statement added: 

“Mobilization, or a change in 
production requirements, might 
very well hamper industrial activ- 
ity unless rental housing is avail- 
able on a reasonable basis.” 

Housing Expediter Tighe Woods 
previously had told the committee 
that expanding defense activity re- 
quires the extension of rent ceil- 
ings to additional areas.

— Philadelphia’s 10-day transit 
strike is over. Subway cars, busses 
and streetcars began moving last 


| night a few hours after rank and 


file CIO unionists roared approv- 
al of the pay rise that ended their 
walkout. 

The strike cost business and in- 
dustry an estimated $70,000,000 an 


forced the 3,200,000 daily PTC 


riders to scramble into the city by 
their own resources. Overloaded 
suburban trains carried some per- 
sons, many walked and thousands 
hitchhiked. . 

The strike gained the CIO trans- 
port workers union a wage boost 
of 8 cent an hour and 10 “fringe” 
benefits“ Chief of those was a 
provision for sick leave payments. 


Fourth Round Increase. 


Tt was a fourth round increase 
for the union, bringing the work- 
ers’ wages 48 cents above what 
they got in 1946. 

Teh strike cost each uuion man 
about $11 a day. Each waingd 64 
cents a day on subsequent wages. 
Previously workers averaged $1.35 
an hour. They now make $1.43. 

It will take the average P. T. C. 
worker 25 weeks to regain the 
money lost during the strike. The 
new contract runs 50 weeks. With 
the eight-cent boost, each worker 
will earn about $192 more than 
last year. 

The Philadelphia Transportation 
Co. announced a loss of about 
$350,000. The company says it 
will have to increase fares again 
to keep from going bankrupt. The 
transit firm already has boosted 
its fares twice in the last three 
years, increasing the rates from 
74% cents to 10 cents on streetcars 
and from 10 to 12% on busses. 

A new fare rise would require 
approval of the State Public Util- 
ities Commission. 

The State Assembly at Harris- 
burg prepared for a public hear- 
ing on a proposed amendment to 
the state’s labor law.

Minority leaders stormed to the 
stage in protest and Kaelin then 
announced there was no decision. 
He summoned the workers to an- 
other mass rally. 

That one started at 2 p.m. yes- 
terday. An hour earlier, the un- 
ion’s executive board rejected the 
agreement and directed the rank 
and file to continue on strike. 

Kaelin urged acceptance. Vice 
President Robert High argued 
against it. Quill exhorted the 
workers to accept the agreement. 

“I don’t like this contract,” Quill 
said, “but sometimes you have to 
take half a loaf or less to make 
an advance. Go back to work. 
. « « Don’t split the union down 
the middle. That’s what the com- 
pany wants.”

Split Run Hours. 

Union reluctance to accept the 
contract was based principally on 
its failure to eliminate the split 
run ‘setup.

In another development, Nor- 
way’s dominant Labor party unan- 
imously approved steps to put the 
northern nation in the Atlantic 
lineup. The opposition in the par- 
ty yesterday agreed to make Sat- 
urday's vote of 229 to 33 unani- 
mous. 

Strong U.S. Link Likely. 


As Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson, and Canadian and Euro- 
pean representatives prepared to 
enter the final stage of treaty ne- 
gotiations, an Administration lead- 
er in Congress said the military 
clause will not commit the United 
States automatically to war, but 
will carry assurances so strong 
that none will mistake this na- 
tion’s intention to resist aggres- 
sion. 

It is understood Acheson will |

Although People Are Freer Than 


Recognition Issue. 


Under Reds; a Dilemma for US. 


Old Conflict Between Expediency and Po- 
litical Morality Due to Come Up Again

meeting of the United Nations General Assembly. 


conflict between expediency and political morality, 


So long as there is strong fear 
of war with Soviet Russia, ex- 
pediency would seem to dictate 
early restoration of full diplomatic 
rela plus economic aid, but 


idealism rejects this as an abject 


admigsion that moral principles ; 


professed during the late war are 
now invalid and bankrupt, and 
that full recognition of Generalis- 
simo Francisco Franco as an ally 
against Communism means in- 
dorsement of a Fascist system 
fully as abhorrent as Communism. 

This correspondent, who has 
just spent a month in Spain after 


- year in the Iron Curtain coun-

tries, believes that the Franco 
Government, despite a few ges 
tures toward liberalization, re- 
mains basically Fascist, although 
permitting the Spanish people 
somewhat more freedom than ob- 
tains under Communist dictator- 


ships. 
Basic Liberties Curbed. 

All basic liberties in Spain are 
either suppressed or rigidly ~~ 
tailed. 

The internal peace and * 
which so favorably impress our 
touring Congressmen generals, ad- 
mirals and bankers is achieved 
only through the brutal instru- 
ment of the police state. 

In Spain today there is no real 
freedom of assembly, no real free- 
dom of the press, no real freedom 
of religion. 

There is only one party—the 
Fascist Falange, which now calls 
itself not a party but a “move- 
ment.” 

Labor is denied the right to 
strike, 

The educational system still 
preaches contempt for democracy. 

There is rigorous censorship of 
books, radio, theater and movies. 

Nearly a year ago the Amer- 
ican Embassy in an aide-memoire 
to the Spanish Foreign Office po- 
litely suggested a number of re- 
forms by which the Government 
might gain favor in western Eu- 
rope and the United States. These 
suggestions We ignored. 

What U.S. Proposed. 

It was proposed that Spain get 
rid of the Gestapo-trained secret 
police, that it liberalize its econ- 
omy and restore free enterprise, 
that it eliminate “watched liberty” 
the parcle system under which 
tens of thousands of amnestied 
Republicans live in constant fear 
of re-arrest on some petty charge, 
that it permit a freer press, and 
finally that it allow the people 
gome form of political expression. 
(The 1947 referendum and the 
municipal elections of last Novem- 
ber were not free polls in the 
Western sense.) 

None of these proposals was 
adopted. 

Yet it must be admitted ,that 
Spain, the police state, seems less 
repressive than the Communist Pp 
governments it so closely resem- 
Dies. In the matter of personal 
— Spain is about on a par 
with Hungary—that is, Hungary 
up to the start of the present Com- 
munist campaign against the 
Catholic opposition. With almost 
complete collapse of armed resist- 
ance, the Governme-t feels se- 
cure enough to relax its vigilance. 
Now Spaniards can speak their 
minds without ‘sone of arrest. 
Everywhere one hears strong 
criticism of the Government, 

ere ‘are 36,000 Spaniards in 
to Minister of Jus- 


P 


ice, every photo and every ad ver- 
tisement must be submitted to 
Government censofs. 

The responsible director of each 
newspaper must be approved by 
the Government. 

Newsprint allocation is con- 
trolied jointly by the press divi- 
sion of the Ministry of Education 
and by the  Sindicato 4 PaaS a 
Falangist-organized unio 

Since the war, there com been a 

adual moderation of controls, No 
longer does the Government try to 
coerce’ the press into printing 
canned Franco propaganda. The 
last effort came just before the 
referendum, when all newspapers 

were under sharp pressure to carry 
long editorials, as well as pastoral 
letters from the bishops, urging 
the people to “vote yes for 
Franco.” 

No newspaper criticism of Fran- 
co is tolerated, nor any criticism 
of the basic principles of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Meanwhile the Falange, whose 
members regard the defeat of 
Adolf Hitler as the tragedy of the 
century, has been discreetly rele- 
gated to the background, The Fas- 
cist salute is seen only at party 
headquarters, and members have 
been quietly instructed against us- 
ing it in the presence of Western 
visitors. 

But the Falange 18 still intact, 
and while it is no longer politic 
to recall the Blue Division which 
served alongside the Nazis on the 
Russian front, there can be no 
doubt that the Falange is eager 
for a new crusade against Bol- 
shevism. 

The Counter-Arguments. 

But there are arguments on the 
other side: 

First: Franco hates Stalin. 
“Spain is one of the strongest 
anti-Communist countries in 
Europe, today.” — Representative 
Dewey Short (Rep.), Missouri, 
Nov. 29, 1948. 

Second: “Spain is a logical 
bridgehead for American troops 
in the event the Soviet Army 
overruns France.”—The Military. 

Third: Spain could buy a lot 
of American cotton if only the 
Export-Import Bank would give it 
a joan. Moreover, it has always 
d its debts. Southern cotton 
growers are anxious to unload 


some of last year’s surplus. 


Fourth: Spain is a country of 
law and order, in happy. contrast 
to strike-ridden Italy and France. 
There are no Socialists to appease. 

Fifth: Since we recognize nasty 
little Red dictatorships like Hun 
gary, why can’t we have an Am- 
bassador in Catholic Spain? “The 
war is over; we must forget what 
happened and be realistic. — James 
A. Farley.

Security Not Yet a Fact. 


Despite Soviet warnings, Norway 
has turned to the West for secur- 
ity. The very gesture was a risk. 
But the security is not yet a fact. 

Western diplomatic observers 
here regretfully agree that Nor- 
way will be in a peculiarly hazard- 
ous position unti] such time, if 
ever, that the Western powers in- 
clude it in their collective security. 

One diplomat has privately 
summed it up this way: “Norway 
is out on a limb. If Russia moved 
into northern Norway tomorrow 
would the United States fight? I 

can’t imagine it. Atlantic states- 
men have stirred up the Russians 
with talk of a great defense pact, 
but they have temporarily outrun 
military realities. There is no 
pact—yet. Instead, there's a dan- 
gerous vacuum.” 


Military experts add this view: 
“The Kremlin may not want a 
global war at all, but a skirmish 
is something else. Seizing the 
North Cape, as long as Norway is 
isolated, might mean only a 
skirmish. The question is whether 
the Kremlin is ready to take that 
gamble in the next few months.” 

The weak defenses of northern 
Norway are presumably an open 
book to Soviet military intelli- 
gence, In addition, the Norwegian 
Communist ‘party, although sup- 
ported by less than 10 per cent of 
the people, is an old hand at bor- 


‘ing from within. 


Narrow, mountainous Norway is 
1100 miles long. Nearly half of 
this “land of the midnight sun” is 
within the Arctic Circle, thinly 
inhabited, cut off from rapid com- 
munication with Oslo, the capital 
in the south. 

Besides a 1 of 122 miles 
with Russia, there is another of 
450 miles with Finland, which is 
in a tight Soviet military grip. 

High Strategic Value. 

In the estimation of Russian 
strategists, the North Cape may 
outrank in importance the Dar- 
danelles and the Skagerrak, which 
control Soviet passage to the Med- 
iterranean and the North Sea.

Buyers Become Coy in Steel. 
Steel is going through what a 
succession of other R.

Cancellations are coming in, And 
when customers find supplies are 
available, they suddenly become 

coy. 

The ranks of sellers’-market 
industries are sharply depleted. 
Five months ago, Standard & 
Poor’s Corp, classified 14 major 
lines as in “tight supply.” To- 
day only five, as follows: Cer- 
tain makes of passenger cars 
(notably Chevrolet, Ford, and 
Plymouth); electrical equipment 
for utility plants; nonferrous 
metals (lead recently got out of 
this division): Diesel locomo- 
tives; steel (but only sheets, 
strip, pipe and tubing). 

Steel may be in supply quicker 
than most people think. Unfilled 
orders for heavy goods are de- 
clining. In May, freight car build- 
ers had bookings for 111,000 cars; 
today only 90,000, or about nine 
months’ work. And the railroads 
are not anxious to sign contracts. 
They suffered from escalator 
clauses when prices were going 
up, now they’d like to gain con- 


cessions on the way down. Be- 
sides, traffic has been declifiing 
for about a year, and the need 
for new Cars is less urgent. 


Management Stiffens. 


Companies in the heavy indus- 
tries are no longer prepared to 
produce at any price. Thus Inter- 
national Harvester laid off 1300 
workers in its truck plant at 
Springfield, O., in a fight over 
what the management called a de- 
liberate slowdown. American Loco- 
motive closed down its main 
Schenectady shop, also charging a 
slowdown. This underlines the 
shift from a sellers’ to a buyers’ 
market, Customers are not de- 
manding immediate delivery. So 
managements can afford to close 
down plants or lay off workers 
rather than pay for what they 
consider “below-standard” effi- 
ciency.

OPE PIUS XII told 250,000 


cheering Italians yesterday the 


imprisonment of Cardinal Josef Mindszenty in Communist-ruled 
Hungary was religious “persecution” by a “totalitarian and anti- 


religious”. government. 


The Pope made his fifth public 
‘condemnation of the cardinal’s 
sentence to the huge crowd gath- 
ered in the square in front of St. 
Peter’s Church. He spoke follow- 
ing an open air mass. 

He clearly warned in his 18 
minute address that the peoples of 
Communist-dominated countries 
should shun any agreement be- 
tween church and state which 


might limit the activity of the 


Roman Catholic Church. 


The Pope hinted strongly that 
the Hungarian Government, by 
some secret means, had wrung 
from Cardinal Mindszenty a con- 
fession of crimes of which the 
primate was innocent. “Modern 
persecutors,” he said, surpass the 
torturers of the Christian martyrs 
in the days of Nero, by “using the 
most recent. advances of science” 
to shame their victims after 
physically crishing them. 

The crowd cheered the Pope as 
he stepped to the microphone, re- 
fusing to quiet until he stilled 
them with his opening word, “Ro- 
mani” (Romans). Fervent cheers 
followed virtually every sentence. 


Text of Pope’s Speech. 

The text of his address follows: 

Romans, beloved sons and 
daughters: 

Once again, in a grave and 
grievous hour, the faithful people 
of the Eternal City has hastened 
to its bishop and father. Once 
again, this superb colonnade seems 
barely able to clasp with its gigan- 
tic arms the multitude that, like 
waves moved by an _ irresistible 
force, are washed up to the thresh- 
old of the Vatican basilica to 
attend the mass of expiation, in 
the central point of the whole 
Catholic world, and to pour out 
the sentiments with which their 
souls overflow. The sentence im- 
posed—amidst the unanimous con- 
demnation of the civilized world— 
on the banks of the Danube on 
an eminent cardinal of the Holy 
Roman church has stirred on the 
banks of the Tiber a cry of in- 
dignation worthy of the city. 

But the fact that a regime ad- 
verse to religion has this time 


smitten a prince of the church 
venerated by the overwhelming 
majority of his people, is not an 
isolated case. It is one of the 
links of the long chain of perse- 
cutions which some did¢tatorial 
states are pursuing against Chris- 
tian doctrine and life. A common 
characteristic of the persecutors 
of all times is that, not content 
with crushing their victims physi- 
cally, they seek further to render 
them despicable and hateful to the 
fatherland and to society. Who 
does not remember the Roman 
martyrs of whom Tacitus speaks, 
sacrificed under Nero and depict- 
ed as incendiaries,, abominable 
evildoers, enemies of the human 
kind? (Ann. 15, 44). The modern 
persecutors show themselves docile 
pupils of that inglorious school. 
They copy, so to speak, their mas- 
ters and models, and even surpass 
them in cruelty, skilful as they 
are in the art of employing the 
most recent advances of science 
and techhique to the end of a 
domination and an enslavement of 
the people such as would have 
been inconceivable in past times. 


Path Followed by Church. 


Romans, the church of Christ 
follows the path marked out by 
the Divine Redeemer, She knows 
herself eternal; she knows that 
she cannot perish, that the most 
violent tempests will not avail to 
submerge her; she does not beg 
favors. The threats and the in- 
juries of terrestrial powers do not 
intimidate her. She does not med- 
dle in problems purely political 
and economic, nor does she deign 
to pass judgment upon the use- 
fulness or the harm of one form 
of government or another. Her 
supreme premise, always eager in- 
sofar as enjoying peace with all 
depends upon her (Rom, 12, 18):

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The Power to Make War 

Under the North Atlantic pact, will the United 
States pledge itself automatically to go to war 
if any member ‘nation is attacked? No, it will 
not do so in so many words because that would 
be ‘an outright military alliance and it would 
be opposed on the ground that only Congress 
gan declare war. 

No doubt the language of the pact will follow 
some such formula as the Rio treaty for defense 


ot the Western hemisphere. Senator Taft, ever 
jealous of the nation’s sovereignty, says he would 


support such a formula. In case of an attack 
upon a signatory- of the Rio treaty, the United 
States ig pledged to take action to restore 
peace, but the exact method, war or measures 
short of war, is not outlined. 

Our responsibility would be limited to the 
kind of procedure outlined in the United Nations 
Charter. That document makes the Security 
Council the watchdog of peace. In case of ag- 
gression, the Council is supposed to consult, 
conciliate and, if these prove futile, recommend 
the use of force. Then each nation would de- 
cide for itself to what extent it would become 
involved. : 

Actually, of course, whatever the language 


used in the North Atlantic treaty, we are assum- 


ing a moral obligation. If Russia attacked Eng- 
land, France or Italy, we would identify the 
fight as our own. Our obligation is all the great- 
er because we have been urging our European 
friends into this compact. 

A good deal of misunderstanding exists about 
the constitutional right of Congress to declare 
war. When the President goes before Congress 
for such a declaration, as Woodrow Wilson did 
in 1917 and Franklin Roosevelt did in 1941, Con- 
gress has no recourse but to agree. 

The real war-making power lies in the hands 
of the President and the State Department. In- 
deed, when the Constitution, was framed, the 
original language gave Congress the right “to 
make war.” But this was changed to give Con- 
gress the right only “to declare war,” so as to 
leave to the President the power to repel attacks 
and otherwise use the armed forces in such a way 
as to protect the safety of the nation and uphold 
the sanctity of laws, both national and inter- 
national. : 

As former Senator Austin of Vermont told 
Congress in 1944: “Over a hundred cases have 
occurred already in the world where armed 
forces of the United States have interposed on 
the soil of a country not at war with us, for the 
purpose of protecting the peace and security 
of the: United States citizens abroad. It is not 
novel. It is an old precedent.” 

Many Presidents have committed warlike acts 
and downright acts of war without consulting 
Congress. Monroe did so when he Gen. 
Jackson to pursue the Seminoles into the 
Floridas, then the property of Spain. Lincoln 
did so in 1861, when he increased the size of 
the Army, and Navy and called for 80,000 volun- 
teers. McKinley did so in ordering American 
troops, along with soldiers 6f other nations, to 
put down the Boxer rebellion. Both Taft and 
Coolidge sent Marines into Nicaragua without 
congressional sanction. Wilson sent our armed 
forces into action five times, including the Arch- 
angel invasion of Russia, without such sanction. 
It was an act of war for Franklin Roosevelt to 
send 50 destroyers to Britain before we entered 
the conflict. 

In case of a major war, of course, no Presi- 
dent would fully commit the country without 
going before Congress. Nevertheless; he can 
so conduct his foreign policy as to commit the 


‘nation’s honor and make congressional approval 


automatic. 

We have for a long time been waging a cold 
war with Russia.. If Russia should decide to 
make it a hot war by attacking Western Europe, 
the United States would be involved, Atlantic 
pact or no Atlantic pact.

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Tokyo Mystery Story 

There ought to be something more to the 
story of Army Secretary Royall’s hasty visit to 
Japan early this month than the current debate 
of press association correspondents as to 
whether he did or did not say that the United 
States is thinking about calling home its occu- 
pation forces. 

All of the correspondents do agree that, 
whatever Royall may have hinted as to immedi- 
ate policy, he did point out that Japan would 
be of little strategic value in case of war; that 
while we would have to feed 80,000,000 Japa- 
nese, we could not count on their loyalty; that 
we have no obligation to defend them; that 
Okinawa and other islands would serve better 
as bases, and, anyway, the defense of Japan 
and the Far East must be secondary to that of 
Europe. . 

These statements are rather widely at vari- 

ance with apparently inspired stories published 
before Royall’s departure. Then it was reported 
that he was determined to make Japan into 
our major Oriental stronghold. For that reason, 
it was said, he intended to call on Gen. Mac- 
Arthur to put an end to democratic reforms in 
Japan, to by-pass the Allied Far Eastern Com- 
mission, and to act quite bluntly as an Ameri- 
can commander building up an American beach- 
head. 
About the only common thread which runs 
through these two versions of the Royall mis- 
sion is that both. go counter to the ideas of 
Gen. MacArthur. Yet the Secretary says that 
he had no intention whatever of criticizing or 
rebuking the General. Further, he says that 
he gave MacArthur no new directives.

and the pride and the spirit had been 
theirs, too—but not till 1948 did they have 
ministers who in the midst of their war for 
survival found time to discuss a flag for 
Israel embodying these colors. 

Robert St. John tells the story of the 
troubled summer of 1948, the era of the 
Bernadotte truce which should have been 
a time of peace and wasn't. This able and 
well-known foreign correspondent is no 
Jew, but an erican who, remembering 
America’s pioneering history understands 
Israel's pioneering spirit. He calls his re- 
port a “vivid story of unforgettable people.” 
But it is much more than just a story or a 
clever war correspondent’s smart observa- 
tions: it is a penetrating study of a 
nation’s birthpangs written with a detached 
objectivity possible only to a non-Jew, and 
at the same time with a tender understand- 


anecdotes which put Israel’s case better 
than a ton of official propaganda. 

St. John arrived in Tel Aviv in the midst 
of the first truce which was nightly vio- 
lated by Hgyptian bombers. He niet men 
from all corners of the earth who had 
voluntarily left good positions in their na- 
tive country to help Israel through her 
crisis. The Israeli air force had too few 
planes, flown often by men who like Joe 
Murphy, the Irish-American, were not Jews 
but “just didn’t woe see people pushed.

It is 
written in a florid style with high- 
ly editorialized comments about 
official United States policy. 

The American Army officers 
who put together the Tokyo docu- 
ment apparently felt it was their 
mission to arouse the public in 


its grim and unmistakable warn- 
ing, that hardly seems necessary. 

In fact, it has positive dangers. 
The impulse in many state legisla- 
tures is to create local legislative 
committees te hunt out subversive 


likely to go on their hunt with 
even less discrimination and cau- 
tion than the House Un-American 


ton, and thereby they may do 
great injustices without contribut- 
ing to the national security in any 
practical or direct way. 


As the Canadian report made 
abundantly clear, Soviet Russia 
has a head start in the spy busi- 
ness. Within the Communist par- 
cal 
individuals who have t erred 
their loyalties to Soviet Commu- 
nism and who engage in espion- 
age not for pay but out of devo- 
tion to the fountainhead of Com- 
munism in Moscow. 

But even apprehending this type 
of spy seems to me to be a highly 
professional. undertaking, which 
should not be entered into by 
those unable to distinguish be- 
tween disloyal acts and thoughts 
which may be outside the accepted 
and conventional pattern. As we 
are fond of proclaiming to the 
world, freedom of thought and 
freedom of expression are two 
qualities that distinguish ours 
from a totalitarian society. 

A fascinating and little known 
book, “The Fourh Seal,” by Sam- 
uel Hoare, describes the British 
Secret Service mission in Russia 
in 1916 and 17. Hoare (now Vis- 
count Templewood), the head of 
the mission, relates how every 
government department in Russia 
under the Czar, had its own es- 
pionage service. They often de- 
voted most of their time to spying 
on each other. 


Job for Experts. 


He tells of the “cover” he used 
in obtaining information and he 
also ventures to give a thumbnail 
sketch of the director of Britain’s 
world-wide secret service. Even 
though that director had long 
since retized, the author is care- 
ful not to give his name. 

The professional intelligence 
service is reported to have been 
shocked by these indiscretions 
which violated the strict code of 
secrecy. According to one report, 
most of the edition was bought up 
by the Secret Service and it is to- 
day almost impossible to obtain a 
copy. 

In other words, in the view of 
the most successful secret service 
in the world this is a professional 
business which must be kept strict- 
ly within professional confines. 
That is a lesson some American

By Capt. A. H. 8, 
Shot Champion of the World. 
ULD never see any use to the 
shooter in a long theoretical or 
description of the prin- 
ciples and details of guns as they 
are made. All such knowledge is 
necessary to the gunmaker, but of 
no practical use at all to the 
shooter, for which reason I shall 
say next to nothing about it. It is 
no more essential to the marksMan 
or young sportsman that he should 
understand the mechanism and 
mode of manufacturing guns, than 
it is that he should determine 
Chinese or Roger 
Bacon first invented gunpowder 

before he shall fire a shot off. 

There are plenty of men among 
us who can remember when 
nothing was in use but the old 
flint-lock gun. They have not for- 
gotten the misfires which often 
occurred, when the sportsman-was 
left staring after the bird, which 
flew away rejoicing, the hunter 
impartially distributing his curses 
between the flint, the lock and the 
priming. The percussion-lock with 
its detonating cap was an immense 
improvement, and, no doubt, sug- 
gested the use in the household of 
the friction-matches which have 
quite superseded the old-fashioned 
tinder-box with its piece of flint 
and steel. 

Then came the breech-loader, an 
invention of enormous value, and 
so much improved upon since its 
first discovery and application. 
Upon this principle, with various 
details of construction for opening, 
shutting and securing the piece at 
the. breech, the most convenient, 
the safest and the best guns in the 
world are now made. 

A few years ago many good 
sportsmen “would have disputed 
this statement, and there are some 
who will do so now. It is, however, 
founded upon large experience and 
many trials of the breech-loader in 
my own hands, against the most 
vaunted muzzle-loaders in those of 
other good marksmen and sports- 
men. I was for some time after 
breech-loading guns came out of a 
contrary opinion, but results con- 
vinced me of my error. 


Began With Flint-Lock. 

I first began to shoot with an 
old musket—flint-lock, of course, 
and probably one of those speci- 
mens of “Brown Bess” which had 
been used in wars against the 
French and Indians before the 
Revolution. I was then a boy, and 
soon found out that for the game 
about Albany County, New York, 
“Brown Bess” would not do. As 
soon as by hard work and care- 
ful saving I had got together 
twenty-five dollars (twenty-five 
dollars rather hard to get in

Since 
then I have used breech-loaders 
altogether, whether for match- 
shooting or in the field. 

A serviceable breech-loader can 
now be got for a hundred dollars. 
I shoot with a gun of ten-gauge, 
thirty-two inches in the 
and ten pounds weight. This is a 
gun for all sorts of uses. It will 
stop anything that flies or runs 
on this side of the Rocky Moun- 


tains, if properly charged and 
aimed. * 


Many may think ten pounds too 
heavy to carry, but the advantage 
of a geod solid gun in delivery of 
fire is very great. I do not like 
light guns, neither muzzile-loaders 
nor breech-loaders. The breech- 
loader I am now using was a 
three-hundred-dollar gun, and, 
considering the prices they were 
selling at when I bought it, was 
worth the money. It has done a 
great deal of work—much hard 
work—and done it well. 


I have shot with it twelve times 
in matches against time, under- 
taking to kill fifty birds in eight 
minutes, and have won the money 
every time. I have also killed 
with it fifty-three out of fifty- 
four birds in four minutes and 
forty-five seconds. This was at 
Jerseyville, Illinois, twenty yards 
from the trap and two birds in 
ro | trap. H. B. Slayton was pres- 
en 


At New Orleans I killed one 
hundred and eleven out of one 
hundred and eighteen in seventeen 
minutes and thirty seconds, and 
picked up my own birds. I have 
shot many other matches with 
this gun, besides using it in a 
vast amount of field-shooting 
very spring, fall, and winter. All 
this work it has stood well. It 
has never been to a gunsmith-shop 
to be repaired, and is as tight at 
the breech and as perfect in the 
opening and clasping action as 
ever it was. 


Gun to Fit the Man. 

To shoot well, a man must have 
his gun so stocked as to fit him. 
Some require a longer stock than 
others. Some like stocks which 
are nearly straight, while others 
can shoot with a gun the stock of 
which is crooked. It depends 
mostly on the build of the man. 
A long-armed man does not want 
a gun with a short stock. A man 
with a moderately long neck can- 
mot usé a gun which is straight 
in the stock with ease or pleasure. 
I choose a stock of moderate 
length, and one that is rather 
crooked—one with a drop of about 
three inches. This sort of a gun 
comes even up to the shoulder of 
most men, and you do not have 
to crook the netk much in taking 
aim with. it.

Combining the characteristics of 
a rapid turnover of guests, Ahern 
created Major Hoople, the self- 
styled “Lord of Hoople Manor,” 
and gave him some pen and ink 
companions who were strangely 
like other hangers-on in the house. 
Ahern called his cartoon “Our 
Boarding House,“ and soon was 
making enough money out of it to 


move from the place of its origin

HERN created the Hoople 
characterization in 1921 and 
continued on it successfully 
until 1936 when King Features 
Syndicate made him a more at- 
tractive offer to come over with 
them. The Newspaper Enterprise 
Association, though, had retained 
the rights to the “Boarding House” 
title, and when Ahern left that 
organization he left the chesty 
Major Hoople forever. The cartoon 
is still syndicated under the board- 
ing house title by N.E.A. 
Continuing the genera] idea for 
King Features, Ahern created 
“Room and Board,” presided over 
by a gentleman given to hyper- 
‘bolic reveries who presides over a 
somewhat similar palace of the 
sleeping and eating trade known. 
as “Puffle Towers.” Judge Puffle, 
who is no more a judge than 
Hoople was a major, is now one 
of the top cartoon characters in 
the comic strip business, and his 
daily antics bring Ahern several 
hundred letters a month from 
fans who think that the “judge” 
looks “just like the guy across the 
2 from me—and acts like him, 
oo!” 


Ahern likes such letters and 
considers them a compliment to 
his attempt to keep the cartoon 
as human as possible. Aside from 
the human angle, he makes it a 
rule never to ridicule physical de- 
fects. 

“I don’t want to hurt anyone 
who reads the strip,” he says. 
“Three elemental situations and 
their variants that are always 
good for a clean laugh are a guy 
with the gout, a gent with a black 
eye and anybody in a dentist's 
chair. No one gets offended with 
things like that.” 

Ahern moved the judge and his 
family, along with his own wife 
and daughter, out to California in 
1936—joining Chic Young, the cre- 
ator of Blondie,“ George Me- 
Manus (“Bringing Up Father,”) 
ey? Murphy, (“Toots and Cas- 
per”) and ather newspaper car- 
toon artists who had already suc- 
cumbed to the high pressure of

In his Bel Air home, surrounded 
by his roses, Rembrandts, neigh- 
boring cinema stars and scientific- 
ally-blended fertilizer, Ahern 
works hard in his ten-hour a day 
attempt to keep up with the four 
to eight-week advance deadline 
demanded by his syndicate.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb | 


Noisy Sewer Pipes and Drains. 


PEAKING of the finer things 

in life, have you ever wondered 

what causes all those noises 
and rumblings in the plumbing 
when water runs down a fixture 
drain? Well, so have we, and this 
is what we found out after a care- 
ful study. 

Some house drains make a noise 
whenever water runs through 
them because the system was not 
properly installed and there are 
no vent pipes. Without a vent 
pipe suction builds up and causes 
a rumbling. The solution is to get 
a plumber to vent the system. 

Another cause for noise in the 
sewer system is that there is an 
obstruction in the sewer. pipe, or 
the cesspool or septic tank is out 
of order and water is backing up 
into the house. 


Any drain pipe will make some 
noise as water flows through it. 
If the pipe is on the outside of the 
wall it can be covered with felt 
or you car build a box around the 
pipe and fill the box with insula- 
tion, Either the felt or insulation 
around the pipe will help deaden 
the noise considerably. 

If the pipe runs through a wall 
and was not covered with felt 
during installation, you might try 
pouring insulation down into the 
space between the wall surfaces 
in the hope that some of it will

Writer Tells of Investigations 
Directed at Bundists, Japanese, 


Communist-Front Organizations 
Prior to Our Entry Into the War

Activities Committee.) 
OMMITTEE investigators prepared, as the first case heard by 
the House Un-American Activities Committee, a report showing 
that the Nazis were maintaining a force of 5000 uniformed storm 
troopers in this country’s Bund camps, and that Italian Fascists were 
active in a number of cities. 
We had Fritz Kuhn on our witness 
stand twice before he went on trial in 
New York for stealing Bund funds. Ralph 
Townsend was exposed as a Japanese 
agent by the commigtee in August 1939, 
and was later sentenced for violation of 
the Foreign Agents Act.

I personally seized, and the com- 
mittee exposed, the records of the 
subversive Kyffhauserbund. In 
1940 we published a 414-page re- 


port on Nazis in the United States 
and their fronts. We first di- 
rected attention to the fact that 
Adolf Hitler was making consider- 
able use of his diplomatic and 
consular officers as spies in this 
country. 

This evidence was later cited by 
President. Roosevelt as a r n 
for shutting down German con- 
sulates. 

We exposed Dr. Frederic Au- 
hagen, head of the American Fel- 
lowship Forum, a Nazi front; 
Manfred Zapp and Guenther Tonn, 
of the pro-Nazi Trans-Ocean News 
Service. We subpenaed the im- 
portant records of the German 
ldbrary of Information and the 
German organization, 
both of them Nazi fronts. , 

Hans Ackermann and his wife 
were deported after our public in- 
terrogations of them. Late in 1940 
we revealed to the Post Office De- 
partment that tons of Nazi propa- 
ganda were reaching the United 
States by means of Japanese

HE Bund documents, released 
in a 178-page report in May, 
1941, were used subsequently 
to try and convict Kunze, 

By the simple method of having 
our agents suffer convenient flat 
tires in the vicinity of Bund 
camps, and tabulate the license 
plates of cars entering and leav- 
ing the camps, we compiled a list 
of Bundists working in defense 
plants. In time, the committee 
was able to send President Roose- 
velt a list of 17,000 persons identi- 
fied with the Nazi movement in 
America.

But whenever we cast an in- 
quiring eye on the equally sub- 
versive activities of the Com- 
munist Party, we were instantly 
assailed, though the strongest 
microscope could not differentiate 
between the nature of the party’s 
conspiracy and that of the Ger- 
mans, Japanese and Italians. 

The perils of inquiring into the 
Red conspiracy in the United 
States began to show themselves 
immediately after the first hear- 
ings of the committee. 

President Roosevelt grew quite 
indignant over the tone of .the 
committee’s second witness.

IES was wary of both offers 
and rejected them. On the day 
after he turned down Swope’s 
offer, the President administered 
his severest public rebuke to Dies. 

The salaries of our staff of four, 
plas witness fees and transporta- 
tion expenses, blotted up most of 
the $25,000 budget several weeks 
before the end of the committee’s 
allotted seven-month term. Dies 
mentioned this in two of his 

hes, and the response opened 
our eyes. 

Money began to pour into the 
office: nickels, dimes, bills, checks 
up to $500. A group of three busi- 
nessmen called upon Dies and of- 
fered the committee $5000 to use 
in any way it saw fit. On a trip 
to Detroit, a representative of 
Henry Ford called at our hotel 


and offered, in exchange for three 


$1 bills, to deliver new Lincoln 
cars to Dies, Representative Mos- 
ier and myself—as gifts of Ford. 

We had to reject the cars, with 
thanks, and the committee de- 
pleted the last of its funds by hir- 
ing two extra girls to return the 
money sent in. 

t was a warming experience, 
especially the letters that accom- 
panied the lesser contributions. 
We all felt that it was perhaps 
even a miracle, for theretofore 
little but grief had been our lot. 

And so it was with something 
of a flourish that we presented 
the first annual report of the com- 
mittee, a 124-page statement 
which concluded, prophetically 
enough, “Our committee has only 
scratched the surface of the un- 
American and subversive activities 
of those who are invading Amer- 
ica with their alien ideologies. 

“The continued success of the 
investigation will depend solely 
upon the courage, fearlessness, 
and the thoroughness with which 
it is conducted, and upon the as- 
sumption and maintenance 
throughout the investigation of a 
strictly nonpartisan attitude and 
Policy.”

West grabbed the trick 
exactly as though he migat other- 
wise lose his king—and then, hav- 
ing done so, gazed hopelessly at 
the dummy and his own cards, not 
having the slightest idea what to 
return. Since no inspiration came, 
he happened to toss out a club, 
and that was the finish of the 
affair. Six diamonds, bid and 
made. 


Returning to the opening lead, 
it is usually better to make an 
effort in an undid suit than to 
“stand pat” with a lead in the 
enemy’s strong suit. Quite aside 
from this point, however, West 
went far astray when he took his 
diamond king with such celerity! 
There was no earthly way of 
knowing what to shift to if West 
won this trick, but there might

Daffodil Cake. 


One cup cake flour, one and 
one-half cups granulated sugar, 
one cup egg whites (8-10) at room 
temperature, one - half teaspoon | 77, 
salt, one teaspoon cream of tartar, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, four egg 
yolks, one-half teaspoon orange 
extract. 


Sift flour, measure and resfit 
six times with three-fourths cup 
of the sugar. Turn egg whites’ 
into a large mixing bowl and beat 
with a wire whip until frothy; 
then sift salt and cream of tartar 
over them and continue beating 
until just stiff enough to hold 
their peaks, but not until dry. 
Fold in remaining three-fourths 
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cup sugar with the egg whip, 
adding about two tablespoons at 
a time, Now add the flour-sugar 
mixture in the same manner, cut- 
ting and folding while rotating the 
bowl slowly. When flour has all 
Uisappeared, continued cutting and 
folding one minute longer. Divide 
mixture gently into two equal 
parts. Fold vanilla into one vor- 
tion, and into the other fold the 
egg yolks which have been beaten | 
with, the orange extract until very 
thick and light colored. Now dip 
the two batters into a nine-inch 
ungreased tube cake pan alternat- 
ing a spoonful of the white batter 
with a spoonful of ihe yellow until 
it is all used. Bake in a slow oven 
(er.) for 30 minutes, then in a 
moderately slow oven (325F.) for 
50 minutes. Invert pan so it 
stands on tube and does not rest 
on cake and allow to cool thor- 
oughly. Loosen sides and around 
the tube with a sharp knife and 
remove cake from pan. Ten serv- 
ings.
